Washington, D. C.—Secretary of 


Commerce- Hoover, chairman on be- 
half of the United States St. Law- 
rence 
mmission, Sunday made his 


report to President Coolidge recom- 
mending the building of the St. Law- 
rence waterway. The report definite- 
ly eliminated from consideration at 
this time the so-called All-American 
route through. New York state. 


Advocates of the St. Lawrence wa- 


terway hailed the report as brushing 
aside the last obstacle as to the prac- 
ticability of the route and leaving on- 
ly the negotiation of a. treaty with 
Canada. 
Once the treaty is ratified 


they see the matter of obtaining the 
necessary appropriation as an easy 
matter. 


Secretary Hoover summarized the 


conclusion of the commission as fol- 
lows:.

"" SUMMARY OF CONCLUSIONS 


First:^ The construction of thp_ship- 


• way 'from the Great Lakes to the sea 


is .imperative both for the relief and 
for the future development of a vast 
area, in the interior of the continent. 


Second: The shipway should be con- 


structed by the St. Lawrence route, 
provided suitable agreement can be 
mads for the joint undertaking with 
the dominion of Canada. 


Third: That the development of the 


power resources of the St. Lawrence 
should be undertaken by appropriate 
agencies. 


Fourth: That rfsrotiations should 


b« entered into with Canada in an 
endeavor to arrive at agreements up- 
on all these subjects. In such nego- 
tiations the United States should rec- 
ognize the proper relations of New 
York to the power development in the 
international section. 
The last rec- 


ommendations, it is 
believed, will 


break down much of the New York 
opposition to the St. Lawrence. 


TWO TEARS OF STUDY 


The conclusions of the commission 


Sunday were the result of more than 
two years study. President Coolidge 
appointed the commission on March 
14, 1924, to carry out the recommenda- 
tions of the international joint com- 
mission five years that before the 
project should be actually undertaken, 
the engineering features should re- 
ceive "that further and complete stu- 
dy and its magnitude and importance 
demand." 


Every feature of the proposed wa- 


terway have now been studied. Sec- 
retary Hoover told the President in 
his report. 


"The construction of a shipway of 


sufficient depth to admit ocean ship- 
ping from the Atlantic to the Great 
Lakes will lessen the economic handi- 
cap of adverse transportation costs to 
a vast area in the interior of the con- 
tinent," the report said.

HOUSE GIVEN 


Decrease of $5,364,895 Is 


Recommended; Cut of 
$1,950,000 in Cruising 


Washington, D. C.—OP)—Proposing 


a cut of 51,950,000 'in the funds for 
cruising activities of the United States 
fleet, but 
otherwise providing for 


maintenance of the navy about as it 
is now, the annual navy department 
appropriation bill was reported to the 
house Monday by its appropriations 
committee. 


It carries a total of $314,552,680 for 


all branches "of the navy for the fiscal 
year beginning next July 1. a decrease 
of 55,346,895, compared with current 
funds, and 5150,370 below budget re- 
commendations. 
~ 


REFUSED BUDGET^ FIGURES 


i The committee refused to accept the 


budget proposal for a reduction of 1,- 
200 men in the enlisted strength of the 
marine crops, and provided for con- 
tinuation of its present size of 18,000 
enlisted men, 1,020 commissioned of- 
ficers, and 155 warrant officers. 


"The material condition of the navy 


is good,'' the committee reported. "The 
personnel situation continues on the 
upward trend. Both will improve, the 
committee believes under this bill." 


Calexico, Calif. — OP) — A heavy 


earth shock was felt here shortly be- 
fore 5 o'clock Monday morning. No 
damage followed the tremor, which 
came as two severe jolts. A railroad 
worker reported shocks occurring at 
intervals of about one hour. 
The 


movement at about 5 o'clock was the 
most noticeable of the shakes during 
the night and early morning. 


The rap of workmen's 
hammers 


supplanted the ominous rumble of 
earthquakes Monday as Calexico and 
its sister city, Mexicali, across the in- 
ternational boundary in lower Califor- 
nia, began to repair damage, aggrega- 
ting almost 
51,000,000, wrought by 


tremblers early New Year's day and 
Sunday. Rehabilitation started Sun- 
day. Removal 
of debris 
from tho 


streets was the first step taken. 


There is some variance in the unoffi- 


cial estimates 
of the damage. Tho 


Calexico chamber of commerce placed 
it at 5250,000 while Z. D. Agnew, po- 
lice commissioner and building con- 
tractor, estimated 5500.000 loss from 
the quake, not including fire losses. 
This, with minor damage not report- 
ed, is expected to bring the total to 
nearly 'a million dollars. 


Minor quakes which came at irregu- 


lar intervals Sunday, di.d not directly 
increase the property loss, although 
one of them may have been respons- 
ible for fires which broke out in Mexi- 
can destroying buildings valued 
at 


575,000. 


Civilian guards and police in Calex- 


ico and the military in Mexicah have 
been effective in preventing any loot- 
ing. Despite crumbling walls and 
toppled chimneys, and the fact that 
the first and most severe shocks came 
during the height of Xew Year revel- 
ry there have been no deaths or se- 
rious injuries.

Monday were awaiting word from Mi- 
ami, Florida, police regarding dispo- 
sition of Nathaniel H. Wheeler, 50, 
New York, alleged confidence man and 
dealer in fake mining stock, who was 
arrested in this city Sunday, after a 
nationwide search. Wheeler is under 
indictment for swindling a Miami wid- 
ow out of 5314,646.43 and has been 
sought since last February. 


Tho operations of Wheeler extended 


over the United States, according to 
R. E. Mason, superintendent of St. 
Paul Pinkerton agency, 
who says 


Wheeler is one of the most polished 
confidence men in the United States. 
Wheeler was traced here from Min- 
neapolis by Mason and arrested in a 
hotel in the company of a man named 
Fred Johnson, Duluth, one of his al- 
leged victims. 


Two women were also with Wheel- 


er and Johnson when the arrest was 
made. It is declared that Wheeler was 
planning a coup which would have 
net him $50,000. A wealthy Duluth 
widow is declared to have been in- 
volved in his plan.

A good citizen will pay his taxes 


•willingly and intelligently, avers A.

By intelligently paying he means 


that the citizen should keep himself 
informed upon changing* needs of 'our 
times so that he may vote to bring 
about such 'adjustments as may be 
necessary to make- taxes fall equally, 
upon every citizen in proportion to 
this ability to pay. 


It also is the duty of the citizens to 


determine whether his tax money is 
being expended wisely and economic- 
ally. Mr. Mealing points out. 
The 


citizen may have his views upon 
these matters incorporated into cor- 
rective laws by voting and seeing that 
others go to the polls to vote. If he 
is one of the number making up the 
52 per cent or more who do not vote, 
he is not paying taxes intelligently.

allow private individuals to measure 
out justice? No. 
To be fair to all, 


justice must be established 
through 


the courts that we provide with a 
part of our tax money-.

LARGE AMOUNT OF POWER 
The large amount of power that 


would be developed from damming the 
great waterway was considered by the 


commission in arriving at the much 
lower cost for the St. Lawrence water- 
way. 
Appropriate agencies would be 


set up by both countries to develop 
the proposed power, and in the recom- 
mended negotiations with Canada, the 
commission said the 
United States 


should "i-ecognize the proper relations 
of Xew York to the

ment in the international section." 


The St. Lawrence route would re- 


quire the construction of nine locks 
and eight bridges.

Hurley, the little devil of Wisconsin, is 


the doldrums. 
Federal authorities 


have put a bit in its mouth that seems 
likely to draw it up on its haunches. The 
gay white way is padlocked. Some twen- 
ty-nine or thirty restaurants, soft drink 
parlors and saloons are 
closed 
under 


government seal, liquor is at a premium 
and the entertainers that make life worth 
while in the little mining village near 
Lake Superior, along with the unslaked 
denizens are walking the street in desper- 
ation. This is the first time Hurley has 
ever been taken seriously in hand. 
We 


had an opera bouft'e 
there a few years 


ago, which amounted to nothing. 
Ever 


since prohibition went into effect Hurley 
has been a law unto itself, just as Herrin 
has been an anarchy unto itself in the 
state of Illinois. ^ 


In the early mining days conditions like 


these were common in the west, and even 
in some sections today there are 
places 


where wild men and wilder women have 
free reign, but they do not carry their ex- 
cesses to the point where the sovereignty 
of the state is involved. They are tolerat- 
ed temporarily because their way seems 
to be the only way for isolated individuals 
to undergo hardships and blow off steam. 
Hurley is in a mining center it is true, 
and it is also, in the state of Wisconsin, 
but it is neither so remote nor so difficult 
that it cannot be expected to be half-civi- 
lized. Perhaps the state can afford to shut 
its eyes to minor evils like gambling and 
some of the other excesses, but when it 
comes to upholding the constitution and a 
federal law. to both of which Wisconsin 
has given its assent and pledged its sup- 
port, that is another matter. It is time to 
make it walk half-way straight, even with 
force. 


Mr. Zimmerman says when he becomes 


governor he will employ measures to

SCIENTIFIC NEGLECT OF WOUNDS 


Antisepsis, antiseptics and antiseptic precautions, 


so far as the laity comprehends and employs them, 
were at least a sreat advance in the art of healing 
in all its branches, surgical, medical and sanitary 
or preventive. 


Asepsis is the principle which Is now employed 


in surgery, medicine and sanitation, and it will, 
probably require many years for the laity to begin 
to comprehend the superiority of asepsis over the 
crude arid delusive antiseptic method. At present 
the 
layman's faith 
in antiseptic precautions is 


childlike, indeed it is precisely like the faith of a 
child in a mother's kiss and assurance that the 
bump will hurt no more. When a. layman applies 
his favorite antiseptic to a \\ound or sore or in- 
jury he feels that this rite renders him immune 
from, danger—a fatuous security, when we consider 
the inefficicacy of antispetics against germs which 
may be in the injured or affected tissues. But the 
layman's faith in antiseptic nostrums or nostrums 
purporting to have antiseptic properties is much 
deper that that. The plutocratic firms that market 
these nostrums appropriate a considerable portion 
of the profits to the essential business of keeping 
the public well misinformed, and the layman takes 
such instruction quite seriously, so that it is now 
the common belief that the use of antiseptic pre- 
parations actually "heals" cuts, -wounds or sores, 
that antiseptic nostrums have healing properties, 
and that a cut, wound or sore will heal more quick- 
ly when so treated than It will without treatment. 


This is only an ancient belief revamped by the 


modern antiseptic nostrum interests. But it is so 
old that pecking at it in this incidental way is 
scarcely worth while—-we'll leave it until we can 
devote a pleasant afternoon to running up and down 


it with a steam roller. 


Suppose you are trying to grow a tree, but the 


birds or squirrels or bugs or beavers or other pests 
are doing their best to prevent you. These pests 
may be defeated by the judicious use of poisons on 
or about your tree. If you do succeed' injrestraining 
the vermin from injuring the tree, do you imagine 
the poisons have helped the growth,'of the tree? Of 
course you don't, because the firms marketing such 
vermin exterminators do, not use part of the pro- 
fits to teach you or the public generally that the 
use of such poisons makes trees-grow. 


Now there is another way in which you might 


protect your tree from' such vermin. You might 
inclose it in a netting which would exclude the ver- 
min yet admit all the light, air and moisture the 
tree requires for normal growth. Let us call this 
method asepsis. This is about as nearly as a lay- 
man can un^prstand the principle of asepsis. It is 
fairly conceivable that the tree under such a net 
would grow as fast as it could if doped with poi- 
sons to keep off the pests. It is even conceivable 
that the tree under the net might grow better than 
the tree handicapped by such poisons. And like- 
wise it is a fact familiar enough to surgeons though 
not so well known to the laity, that any and all 
antiseptics which can appreciably diminish the 
growth of germs in a wound or sore-will generally 
slow down the natural healing process in that 
wound- or sore a factor which the skilled surgeon 
of today considers and computes very carefully in 
dealing with large wounds or sores such as burns, 
for instance. 


The 
reason 
why the antiseptic agent tends to* 


slow down the healing is simply that it does not 
discriminate 
between the germ or bacterial cells 


and the tender young tisssue cells, but retards the 
multiplication of both alike. 


The inevitable or universal effect of antiseptics 


led to the development of the modern aseptic meth- 
od. The antiseptic method is now about as modern 
as naked skirts and trailing ears.

The necessity and feasibility of thi 


•undertaking1 has been the subject o 
much previous study and report. Un 
der arrangements in 1919. between th 
United States and Canada, the Inter 
nation .1 Joint Commission made' an 
investigation of river improvement be 
tween Montreal and Lake Ontario 
setting- out its conclusions and recom 
mendations in a report under date o 
January 6. 1922. That Commission 
strongly endorsed the plan for th 
Improvement of the St. Lawrence Riv 
er and recommended that before th 
project should be actually undertaken 
the engineering features should re 
ceive "that further and complete stu 
dy that its magnitude and importanc 
demand." 


In accordance with this recommen 


dation, and upon the appointment o 
the present Commission, and also a 
like body by Canada known as th 
National Advisory Committee of Can 
ada, it was agreed between the twi 
governments that a Joint Board o 
six engineers should be created t< 
further exhaustively examine the sub 
ject. This Joint Engineering Boar 
has now completed an exhaustive in 
vestigation of all the engineering feat 
ures involved in the Lake and Rive 
development. 
Its report Is herewith 


submitted. 


By the River and Harbor Act ap 


proved March 3. 1925, the Board o 
Engineers of the United States Armj 
was directed to make an examination 
and survey as to Hi 
feasibility and 


cost of a waterway from the Grea 
Lakes to the Hudson River and a 
further inquiry was requested by th< 
Resolution of the Committee on Riv 
ers and Harbors of the House, dated 
May 26, 1926. This work was com 
-pleted and reports made to Congress 
December 6, 1926. 
" In order that the Commission migh 
have complete data as to the economic 
aspects of the problem, the Depart 
ment of Commerce at the request o 
this Commission undertook a full ex 
amination of the features and ques 
tions involved, and their report wil 
be transmitted to you within a. few 
days. 
These investigations 
and reports 


combine to present a most exhaustive 
development of all of the importan 
facts as to the subject. 


This Commission has also had the 


advantage of a large amount of other 
data and the personal study of its own 
members. Its conclusions are as fol 
lows: 
1. The construction of a shipway 


of sufficient depth to 
admit ocean 


shipping from the Atlantic to the 
Great Lakes will lessen the economic 
handicaps of adverse transportatior 
costs to a vast area in the interior o: 
the continent.

States, it embraces all or large por 
tions of the states of Ohio, Indiana, 
Kentucky. Illinois. 
Iowa, Missouri 


Kansas, Nebraska, North and Soutli 
Dakota, Montana, Wisconsin, Minne 
sota. Michigan, Pennsylvania and New 
York. It includes a large part of Can 
ada. Within this area, there are more 
than 40,000,000 inhabitants who gain 
their livelihood from its basic indus 
tries, n produces a vast surplus both 
from agriculture and manufacturers, 
much of which demands long trans- 
portation. 
There is a reciprocal In- 


flow of commodities from its neigh- 
t»ors. 


These sections have always been un 


dcr natural transportation disadvan- 
tages in the exportation and importa- 
tion of commodities. But the building 
of the Panama Canal artificially cre- 
ated a still further dislocation of its 
competitive relations and beyond this 
the necessary 
Increase in 
railway 


rates following1 the war have shifted 
preatly the economic' position of the 
Mid-Continent to the great detriment 
of that area. 


The problem has thus become one of 


wide importance, not only because of 
the fundamental advantages of elim 
ination of great wastes In transporta- 
tion costs, but also because of the ne 
cessity for re-adjustment of adverse 
competitive relations of all the In- 
dustries and agriculture throughout 
the Mid-Continent. 


This' becomes apparent if we cease 


to think of distance as a matter of 
miles and consider it in terms of cost. 
If we take as a unit of measurement 
tho cost in cents of carrying a ton of 
staple goods at present rate, taking 
the cheapest route in each case, we 
nnd that before the War, New York 
was ],904 cents away from San Fran- 
cisco, while now it is only 1,680 cents 
away. Chicago, which was 2,610 cents 
nway from the Pacific Coast before 
the War, is today 2,9-16 cents away, 
la other words, Chicago has moved 


336 cents away from the Pacific Coast 
while New York haa moved 224 cents, 
closer. A similar calculation will show 
that in the same period, since ocean 
rates have remained about the same 
Chicago has moved 594 cents away 
from the markets of the Atlantic sea 
board and South America. The same 
ratios apply to the other Mid-Wes 
points. 
The increased transportation 


costs, to world markets from the Mid 
Continent have had serious results to 
agriculture. 
The rate increases af 


fee ting this section of from 6 to 1! 
cents per bushel upon grain have no 
been accompanied by similar increases 
in many agricultural countries whicl 
compete with It, since they posses: 
greater accessibility to the seaboard 
and sea rates are 
about the same 


as before the War. Thus, this increas< 
in American rates has been in larg< 
degree a deduction from the receipts 
of farmers in the Mid-Continent. With 
the completion of such a shipway as 
the St. Lawrence, the freight rates on 
grain to •world markets would be sub 
stantlally reduced and as a conse 
quence the price levels of all grain In 
the Lakes Transix>rtation area woulc 
be Increased accordingly. 
Much the 


same type of economic reaction woulc 
affect other commodities and indus 
tries. It has been estimated that th 
values in a single year to the farm 
ers alone would equal the capital cos 
of the waterway. Thus the economi 
importance of the improvement woulc 
be far greater than the savings mad 
upon the actual tonnage transported 
important though that would be. 


The interior states which are af 


fected by this situation have not been 
neglectful of the benefits to be de 
rived by the bringing to them of ship 
transportation to the sea. 


Eighteen of them have associate 


together by acts of their Legislatures 
under the name of the Great Lakes 
St. Lawrence 
tidewater Association 


They represent nearly two-fifths o 
our population. They have made thei 
own independent 
investigation an 


have concluded and declared that th 
opening of the Great Lakes to ocean 
going vessels through the St. Law 
rence is a major public necessity in 
the economic interest of their com 
munities. 


There can be no disagreement in th 


opinion that this section of the Unite 
States is entitled to an equalization in 
transportation advantages as far a 
possible, nor as to the benefits whic: 
would inevitably flow to It if shi 
access to the ocean is afforded. 


2. Three different routes for such a 


shipway have been put forward: 


(a) By reconstruction of the pros 


ent canal from Lake Ontario to th 
Hudson, making use of the new Well 
and Canal now being constructed bj 
the Canadian Government to connec 
Lake Ontario and Lake Erie. Th 
United States has treaty protection o 
equal treatment in the use of the Well 
and. 


(b) By developing an "All Ameri 


can" route, which would include th 
Lake Ontario-Hudson project plus a 
new ship canal on the south side o 
Niagara which would duplicate th 
new Welland Canal. 


(c) By utilizing the St. Lawrenc 


river, as a joint undertaking with 
Canada. 


3. Both the initial and ultimate depth 


of the shipway involves many techni 
cal and financial questions. A dept; 
of 30 feet in the permanent structure 
will 
provide for almost 
any con 


tingency for many years to come anc 
for purposes of comparison in cost- 
a depth of canals which will permit o 
ships of 25 feet of draft has been 
adopted. Such a depth will admit 8 
per cent of all ships now entertinj 
American ports. 
After making ful 


allowance for the seasonal variations 
in the volume of traffic to be handled 
the capacity of a waterway of this 
depth, with a chain of single locks, Is 
estimated at 30,000,000 tons per annum 
The capacity can be increased to an> 
reasonable amount that may be de 
sired by the construction of additiona 
locks paralleling those first installed 


4. It is estimated by the Dcpartmen 


of Commerce that the following ton 
nages are at 
present available for 


transportation of which, say SO pe: 
cent, represents exports and imports 
as distinguished from internal traf- 
fic.

5. The reports of the United States 


Engineers of December 6. 1926, esti- 
mate the cost of constructing the 
Lake Ontario-Hudson Route at $506, 
000.000: the All-American 
Route at 


$631,000.000 (both estimates without In- 
terest during construction). No con- 
sequential relief by water power can 
be developed upon these routes. The 
net cost to the joint governments of 
the improvement of the St. Lawrence 
route upon procedure indicated below 
would be upon the joint engineers es- 
timates of between $123.000,000 and 
5148,000,000 from which some further 
reductions should be made from fur- 
ther realization upon hydro-electric 
power. 


6. The development of the St. Law- 


rence Waterway is necessarily also a 
development of the huge hydro-elec- 
tric power from the great rapids which 
now obstruct navigation on the river. 
The complete practicable power de- 
velopment of the river will provide a 
total of about 5.000,000 installed HP of 
which about 2,250.000 lies in the upper 
rapids along the international section 
between New York State and the Pro- 
vince of Ontario, the remainder lying 
n the lower rapids and wholly within 
the.Dominion of Canada. This is not 
only the largest possible hydro-electric 
power development upon the continent, 
)ut the reports of the Engineers in- 
dicate that the 
capital outlay per 


lorsepower is less than most of the 
ij-dro-elcctric 
installations now 
in 


progress in the United States. Tho 
nevitable development of the river 
'or power Jn itself compass the major 
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construction for tho shipway since-! 
tho dams necessary for development 
of power create a series of pools in 
place of the present rapids which, with 
the supplement of locks and 
short 


canals, -become the shipway. 


The development of these vast pow- 


er resources are incvitab'e in the in- 
terest of the population in that region. 
Their development will eventually cre- 
ate a shipway on this route even if 
other routes were undertaken. 


7. There Is estimated to be a re- 


quirement in the Province of Ontario 
and in New York and Xew England 
states (by the time of completion) for 
all tho power which can be developed 
in the international section. 
Various 


private or public boHles are now seek- 
ing the privilege of this development 
and we may assume for purposes of 
estimation that its construction can be 
undertaken outside of the Federal and 
Dominion Governments. The cost of 
providing the locks and canals around 
this power development in the inter- 
national section ( assuming proper en- 
largement of channel for winter op- 
eration of power) is estimated at from 
$22,400.000 to $34.000,000 depending up- 
on details of the plans as to whether 
two dams or one are constructed. The 
improvement of the river from Lake 
Ontario down to these power dams 
and below this point as far as the low- 
er rapids is estimated at less than $3,- 
000,000. Thus the development of the 
power in the International 
Section 


with the above comparatively minor 
expenditure, would carry the shipway 
a total of 141 miles, out of the total of 
183 miles from Lake Ontario to Mon- 
treal, or taking it to within 42 miles 
of tidewater. 


S. This last 42 mile stretch 
em- 


braces the two lower sets of rapids 
and the full power from these sources 
apparently will not be in economic de 
mand at so early a date, and therefore 
the construction of the sh'pway could 
either be undertaken around these rap 
ids independently of power develop 
ment, or py adopting plans which 
would give some 400,000 immediate 
H. P. and will provide important pre 
paration for further installment of 2.- 
350,000 H. P. later on. The first al- 
ternative should cost about ?97,500,' 
000 and the second about ?1C1,000.000. 
From the latter there must be deduct- 
ed the income value from 400,000 H. 
P. which would be equivalent to a 
capital value of at least ?50,000,000 
and beyond this the completion of the 
power development would further re- 
alize values which should further re- 
imburse expenditure upon this section. 
The second alternative should provide 
rather better navigation and is recom- 
mended by the Joint Board of En- 
gineers. 


9. Thus the total investment in the 


St. Lawrence by the 
joint govern- 


ments on the above basis o£ procedure 
would be from $123,000,000 to $198,000,- 
000 depending upon details of the plan. 
The latter sum, previously pointed out, 
would be reduced to an effective net 
of $148,000,000 from immediate power 
income and still further reduced by the 
returns from future power develop- 
ment. 
There are other 
alternative 


methods of handling the problem but 
this will serve to illustrate the costs. 
If other agencies than the Federal and 
Dominion Governments were not able 
to undertake the construction of pow- 
er dams in the International section, 
and if it were necessary to consider 
their installation as part or the finan- 
cial projects, the returns 
from 
the 


power developed should reimburse its 
cost and perhaps something in addi- 
tion. The whole St. Lawrence under- 
taking is, of course, a joint one be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 
There is as yet no understanding be- 
tween the two countries as to the pro- 
portion in which this cost would have 
to bo shared, but obviously the share 
of either government would be less 
than the totals shown above which 
would also be subject 
to reduction 


through further power realization. 


10. It is estimated that 
mainte- 


nance plus interest at 4% per cent on 
the AH-Amercan route would be $3C,- 
000,000 per annum, upon the Ontario- 
Hudson route $28,770,000 upon this 
plan of development of the St. Law- 
rence route, say'$10,000,000 after de- 
duction of power returns from power 
actually developed as 
above.

charges applied to the estimated an- 
nual medial tonnages is as follows:

H. There are other important con- 


siderations in comparison of routes, 
The amount of lestricted and there- 
fore retarded navigation through ac 
tual canals would be 137 miles on the 
All-American route, 12S miles on the 
Ontario-Hudson route, 21 to 25 miles 
on the St. Lawrence. 


Tho operating reason free from ice 


is practically the same. The St. Law 
rence route requires nine locks com 
pared with 20 on the Ontario-Hudson 
and the St. Lawrence will be obstruct 
ed with S bridges compared with 5- 
on the Ontario-Hudson. 
The actua 


distance by the St. Lawrence from 
lake ports to Northern 
European 


points would be less by 625 miles as 
compared with 'the Ontario-New YorX 
route. The actual distance from lake 
ports to Xew York would be greater 
by 1550 miles and to South Atlantic 
points from 540 to 1350 miles by the 
St. Lawrence, but these items are 
more than compensated for by better 
navigation and lesser fixed charges. 


12. It is estimated that the ccn 


struction of the waterway upon the St 
Lawrence will require S years, but 1( 
years may be assumed as a minimum 
period even if all international ques 
tions, legislation, administrative and 
financial problems were rapidly over 
come. 


13. While the Commission depn 


cates the injection of the idea that mil 
itary advantages by either route are 
to be seriously considered in connec 
tion with any relationships with ou 
most friendly neighbor, the Chief o 
Engineers has discussed this feature 
as follows: 


"The military advantages of the pro 


posed waterway across the state o 
Xew York are not sufficient greatly 
affect the consideration of a matter in 
volving .hundreds of millions of 
lars. 
It 
will 
be noted that man> 


points of both routes are so close ti 
tho border as to make them subjec 
to possible destruction in case of war.' 


14. On the American side the stat 


of New York has a special interest in 
the power developments of the Intel 
national section and the coordination 
of these improvements with the stat' 
should bo undertaken. Owing to th 
navigational and international charac 
ter of the river the Federal Govern 
ment has an interest and must neces 
sarily assent to and negotiate powe 
development questions from the Amer 
ican side. 


13. There has been some feeling 


that the construction of the St. Law 
rence waterway will injure the inter 
ests of our Eastern States by decreas 
ing terminal busines of Lake and sea 
bord cities will divert traffic 
from 


American railways and endanger ou 
commercial and financial control o 
American exports and imports 
ove: 


this route. 


Of first importance is the fact tha 


the total estimated tonnage availabli 
today for the waterway amounts to 
under 4 per cent of the present ton 
nage carried by the Ame-ican Railwaj 
systems which now connect the lakes 
with the seaboard. It comprises less 
than 12 per cent of the rea. shipments 
now moving through 
the 
affectet 


American seaports. The natural in 
crease in population and traffic -would 
quickly recover such amounts, theo 
retically before the earliest 
possible 


completion of the waterway.' Our fa 
cilities are already much taxed and an 
other route does not mean a duplica 
tion of capital outlays. 
It is certain 


that American cities of which New 
York is the centerpoint, would remain 
the financial and commercial centers 
of America's foreign trade regardless 
of the route of traffic. It may be ob 
served that the completion of the Wei 
land Canal now in construction will di 
vert some tonnage from present routes 
and terminals to lower Lake Ontario 
and that the development of the pow- 
er on the borders of New York state 
will fatill further divert tonnage by 
opening this route 141 miles further 
to within 42 miles of tidewater at Mon- 
treal.

Chicago—(4>)—The baseball court of 


Commissioner K. M. Landis, former 
federal judge, is setting a crowded 
docket with a hearing of some more 
of the most famous players in the 
game set for next Wednesday. 


Invitations were out Monday for Ed- 


die Collins .Ray Schalk, Red Faber, 
Donio Bush, Clarence Rowland and 
about thirty others, who were named 
in an affidavit given to the commis- 
sioner Saturday night by Charles A. 
"Swede" Risberg. He told Landis that 
the Chicago White Sox, with whom he 
used to play shortstop fixed a four- 
game series Sept. 2 and 3, 1917, so that 
Detroit would lay down in four games 
and give the Sox a better chance for 
the pennant. Landis then set "Wednes- 
day as the date for further investiga- 
tion. Some of those Risberg named a? 
contributing $45 each toward a present 
of about $1,100 for the Detroit players 
admitted raising the pool but gave a 
different version of its circumstances.
